F r a n k f o r t , Ky ., Feb. 9 .—The 
world must change its opinion 
about the fiery nature of Ken­ 
tuckians and their extreme readi­ 
ness to shoot and fight. 
It must 
also admire the moderation and 
strong love for law and decency of 
these people. 
By actual count 35,000 people 
had at I I o’clock y esterday viewed 
the remains of Mr. Goebel in the 
parlors of the Capitol hotel. 
No 
one ever saw a more orderly crowd 
or a finer looking set of people. 
Two-thirds of them had come 
from other towns. 
Two-thirds of 
them were grown men. 
I mingled 
and mixed with them. 
I heard 
not a threat. 
It is now the universal opinion 
among democrats here that Goe­ 
bel’s assassiaation was the result of 
conspiracy . 
This opinion, at the' 
first, no man of good standing 
would for a moment tolerate. Now 
the soberest and fairest and least 
excitable boldly state it. 
I heard men of every grade, from 
plain farmers, discreet 
business 
men, to sober and dignified judges, 
openly avow it, but I heard no 
threats. 
Senator Blackburn’s speech at 
the cemetery aroused the pe3ple 
greatly . 
It was plainly to be seen 
that if he had announced to that 
gathering standing there in the 
pouring rain for an hour that the 
democratic leaders, after mature 
reflection and unavailing efforts at 
peace, had come to the conclusion 
that nothing was left except to use 
force to drive the usurper from his 
office, 10,000 men would have vol­ 
unteered to drive Tay lor and his 
uncouth militia from the capitol 
grounds. 
But 
he 
counseled 
peaceable 
methods, appeals to the court and 
the law and those only , and they 


I 
calmly and uncomplainingly ac­ 
q uiesced. 
As soon as Goebel was 
assassinated companies of armed 
men began to secretly form all over 
the state. 
One man from Clark 
county told me that 1,000 men in 
his county had secretly formed, of 
whom he was one, and had gone 
to the towns preparatory to com­ 
ing here. 
And I talked with 
dozens of men from other counties, 


I 
who told practically the 
same 
story . 
But Mr. Goebel had tele­ 
grams sent to every part of the 
state and all democratic senators 
and representatives joined these in 
asking that these men stay at home 
and let the law take its q uiet 
course. 
Then 
they went home 
and took up their every day duties 
again. 
Ex-Congressman Hendrick stated 
that he had himself telegraphed 
more than 6,000 men not to come 
here. 
An offer came from New 
York to send 100 picked men, but 
he answered them no. 
General 
Castleman say s 22,000 men have 
offered him their services, and to 
furnish their own guns and serve 
^ 
wishout pay , but he declined every 
offer and counseled only peace and 
moderation. 
It cannot be doubted 
that if the democrats desired it 
they could, in twenty -four hours, 
assemble 10,000 armed men here, 
and in twenty minutes Tay lor and 
his defiant militia would be in 
irons. 
But those methods do not pre­ 
vail here. 
The democratic leaders 
know that they have violated no 
law ; that the law will in time 
drive out the usurper and restore 
rig htful autho rity #

^ . 
It i* no w do ubtful, ho wev er. 


whether Tay lor will sign the peace 
agreement at all, in any form. But 
the democrats need have no fear of 
the injunction in the federal court. 
Even if it is granted next Monday , 
which is extremely doubtful, there 
is no q uestion in all this contro­ 
versy that gives a federal court ju­ 
risdiction. 
It is a controversy be- 
tween citizens of Kentucky whol­ 
ly . 
No title to federal office is in­ 
volved ; no part of the national 
constitution has been violated by 
any one, unless it be Tay lor. 
Bradley may have put into his 
bill enough false statements to give 
the court a prima facia case of juris­ 
diction for issuing a temporary 
writ, but no one thinks he can 
make a showing sufficient to in­ 
duce the court, on a hearing of the 
evidence, to assume jurisdiction. 
But if that should be the result the 
appeal will be to the United States 
supreme court, and there can be 
no q uestion of the result there.
